SHANGHAI, FRIDAY, MAY 5, 1882. 








Towarps the end of last autumn specula- 
tive purchases of silk by Chinese, on 
this market, began to attract the notice 
of foreign merchants. Not that there 
wasanything uougual in Chinesespeculae 
ting in silk here, for a season never 
passes without several enterprizes of 
the kind being undertaken by thom, 
but on this Jast occasion the purchases 
were long continued and upon a largo 
scale. Moreover they were chiefly, 
indeed we might say they were alto- 
gether, of the fine qualities Nos. 4 and 
4} Tsatlees. Tho operat 
ried on with such spirit that to many, 
perhaps to most, people here it seemed 
very probable that in the course of 
the winter or early spring, a full com- 
mand of themarket for thesedescriptions 
of silks would be obtained. Shipments 
from this side were small compared 
with those of recent years, deliveries 
in London were improving, and the 
markets in Earope were understood to 
be undergoing the process of harden- 
ing. As a matter of fact thero was a 
great deal in tho position of silk, 
everywhere, which pointed to a con~ 








siderable rise in its value in- this 
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spring. Sanguine epeculators spoke, 
in’ uary and February last, of the 
possibility, almost of the certainty of 
No. 4 Tsatlees commanding something 
like Tis, 600 per picul here, and their 
imaginations pictured the entire ex- 
porting trade beseeching the fortunate 
speculators in these silks to sell them 
fab euch prices as ruled daring the 
wildest time in 1876. With the near 
approach of the Chinese New Year 
settlement the silk market here be- 
came rather weak. The rise by leaps 
and bonnds which had been looked for 
in the London and Lyons markets had 
not occurred, and this, with the accus- 
tomed tightness in mouey at the senson 
led many of the weaker holders to lose 
heart and sell their stocks. Atthe same 
time the country dealers began to send 
in sill somowhat freely, and to accept 
the prices which were the current in this 
market, Almost simultaneously the 
advices from Lyons became unfa- 
yourable and buyers for the Continent 
withdrew altogether from the market, 
The Bnaucial or stuck exchange crisi 
in Frauce naturally increased the in 
position of bayers to purchase, but by 
that time neatly all the fine silk had 

sed into the bands of one holder, 
dignified by tho title of the Mandarin 
specalator, bat who probably had the 
support of a fow other natives and a 
foreigner or two, These holders wore 
so firm, that, notwithstanding the di- 
sastrous news which was received from 
France in February, they contrived to 
establish slight reaction in the prico 
of silk here, just before business was 
altogether suspended forthe new year 
holidays. At that timo the specula- 
tors lad completed their purchases, 
and they are not kuown to have 
been bayers since then, It is only 
possible to approximate to the stock of 
silk which was then, and has conti. 
uneéd to bo held by them down to the 
present time, ‘The largest speculator is 
said to hold between nine aud ten thou- 
sand bales, aud it is probuble that frow 
a thousand to two thousand bales are 
held by others. Unfortunately for the 
hopes of these operators the market in 
Burope bas continued dall even since a 
part of the effeot produced by the sus- 
pension of the Union Generale Bank, 
and similar’ institutions in France, has 
somewhat passed uvay. Now aud then 
the telegrams have told flattering tales 
of higher prices and improved de- 
mand in Enrope aud America, Bat 
after a few wires Reuter has dispelled 
the hopes he had raised, and the too 
familiar quotation of “silk, dall” has 
met tho eyes of his subscribers. Owing 
to this protracted depression in the 
home trade the market here has slowly 
declined some thirty taels since Fe. 
bruary, notwithstandibg the firmness of 
the speculative holders on this side. 
Aud now the shadow of tho uew crops 
is on thisand overy other market in the 
world, and uuless thero be a heavy 
failare in the crops either in Italy or in 
China, there seems no prospect of speca- 
Jators being able to save themselves 






































from loss. It is too early tospenk with 
certainty of what the crop in China will 
turn out, as propitions weather might 
yet’ destroy a considerable portion of it. 
Bat so far the prospects are favourable, 
and there is every likelihood of a large 
export. ‘I'he depression in the fine 
qualities of silks in the Eurepeau 
markets is not to be entirely attributed 
to- the financial condition of France 
during recent months, or to the losses 
which French, and possibly other 
manufacturers, incurred on the Bourse. 
We believe that tho fashions for the 
materials of Indies’ dresses has had 
more to do with the low prices of fine 
Tsatleo silks than anything else has 
had. ‘The dewand for silk fabrics last 
year rau very grently on those deserip- 
tion of goods which require the well 
reeled and filatnre silks of France and 
Italy. Such Chinese silks as No. 4 
‘Tsatlee are unsuitable for such m 
factures as these. And again co 
Tsatlees, ‘Taysanms, and coarse silks 
have been largely purchased for max 
facture, often combined with cotton 
and waste silk, into the fubrica of 
which “trains” are constructed. Tsatlee 
of the best kinds is tov expensive to be 
used for weft, and not fine enough lo 
be used in the warp to make the sn 
brocades, velvets, etc, which were in 
fashion last senson. We do not doubt 
there are many other articles of sille 
manufactare in which the commover 
kinds of silk have displaced fine ‘lsat. 
lees, Improvements in machinery and 
chemistry Live made the employment of 
low class and waste silk, possible in the 
manufacture of many fabrics in which 
only Tsatlees wore used a fow yents ago, 
and it is uot unlikely that further 
developments of science may continue to 
diminish the demand for them. In the 
meantime the prospects of holders of 
silk Lere aro anything but pleasant to 
them. Foreiguers, Lowever, may reflect 
with the satisfaction which the disap- 
pointment of others induces, that if they 
were prevented some months ago from 
executing their orders by the high price 
at which silk was muintained here, 
their friends in Europe baye been 
saved from the losses which would 
inevitably have been incurred, bad 
shipments towards the ond of the last 
year and the begiuning of the present, 
been upon the scale of former seasous.

some insight into the state of public opinion 
and the effects which the death of the 
‘Viceroy’s mother had already begun toexert 
upon the country. ‘These effects however, 
we are glad to be able to inform our 
readers, will no doubt have passed away 
ero now. An Imperial Edict was published 
on the 26th inst., ordering Li Hung-chang 
to resume office after a retirement of One 
Hundred Days. ‘The approhensions of 
numbers of well-wishers to China, ‘both 
native and foreign, will now be set at 
rest; and we need only congratulate the 
Government upon the adoption of such 
wise counsels. ‘Iu ‘Tsung-ying, we hear 
from the same source, a former T'xo-t‘ai of 
Shanghai, is appointed Vicoroy of tho Hu 
Kuang, and Pion Pao-ti the Governor of 
Hunan.—We find we were misinformed 
when wo said the other day that Chang 
Shu-shéng was in the North, He is ex- 
pected there about a month or five weeks 
from now. 

Tt appears that on the death of the Li 
Hung-chang’s mother, the lirst Imperial 
Edict was issued limiting the period of 
retirement to ono hundred days. As in 
duty bound, however, the Vie#roy applied 
ina formal manner to be permitted to with- 
draw for the full twenty-seven mouths; aud 
now, wo seo by the Shén Pao, the Emperor 
is econd Edict, reiterating his orders 
and giving historical precedents for the 
imovation. The Court, he says, bases the 
Government of the Empire upon filial piety, 
and therefore would not think of opposing 
the oxercise of that virtue in others, for it 
is rarely found, But the public 
cannot be allowed to suller. A hi, 
pliment is paid to Li for the manner in 
which he has fulfilled for so long a period 
the onerous duties of his exceptional posi 
tion, and references are made to Sun Chai- 
ching, Chu Shé-chi, Tsény Chitn, Chiang 
Ping, Yii Ping-chuny and other worthies of 
the poriods Yung Chéng and Chien Lung, 
all of whom underwout their mourning 
while carrying on their official duties. In 
later times ‘séng Kuo-fan and Hu Lin-yit 
sacrificed their private feelings for the sake 
of the country; so Li Hung-chang must 
do the same, and try to repress lis own 
sorrows in the interests of the public weal. 

We hear from ‘ientsin that a squadron 
of Chinese vessels, comprising two new 
sloops and the more powerful of the 
Alpliabetical gunboats, may possibly vi

‘The Imperial Conmissioners, Lin and 
Hsueh, have made their report to the 
‘Phrone on the Nanking murdor-case, and 
Decrees have beon published, awarding 
heavy penalties to all the guilty parties. 
It is noteworthy that the late Viceroy of 
Nanking, Shén Pao-chéu, is, as we pre- 
Gicted, severely blamed ‘for the ‘ care- 
Jossuesa” of which he was “But 
ho is dead,” adds the Emperor, “and no 
investigation nesd be taken in his ease.” 

Private advices confirm the news which 
had previously renched us to the effect 
that the expedition in Tonquin is being 
quietly proceeded wit and that amoxa- 
tion will probably follow without let or 
hindrance, The Chinese are said to be 
uneasy on the subject, especially the offi- 
cials in Canton and on the West Coast. 
If Tonquin is as well governed by Uh

A. cortain 
man named Zow Chin-qua, who is 
eimployed at the Lightship, and therefor 
seldom at home with his family, had 
reason to believe that his wife was hot 60 
strictly faithful as sho might have been, 
and was in the habit of receiving undue 
attentions from another Chinaman, who 
twas the proprietor of a cookshop in Hong 
kew. ‘The husband is believed by some 
means or another to have been very 
correctly informed of his wife's move- 
ments, as the sequel proved he had 
made every preparation to avenge the in- 
jury she and her paramour had done 
hin. Shortly after midnight on Sunday 
the neighbours heard some one endeavour- 
4 to elfect an entrance into the house of 
Zow Chin-qua, aud his wife and her para- 
mout, who were inside, called out in alarm 
that a thief was at theie door. ‘The husband 
said, No, it is nota thief, itis I.” Ho 
then rashed in; there was a short scufile 
aud a sugcession of cries and shrieks, which 
soo aroused the neighbours who ‘rushed 
into the house and found the adulterer 
th his head completely sovered from 
his bods, and the woman's neck severely 
cut and hacked about. ‘the murderer in 
the meantime had mado his escape, but had 













































left his knife behind him. It was of the 
Kind usually employed by butchers for 
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slaughtering cattle, and had the appear- 
ance of having been newly sharpened. 
Information was immediately sent to 
‘the Police Station, when Mr. Stripling 
and a body of constables at once pro- 
ceeded to the scene of the murder, 
where the former received the state- 
ments of the neighbours and the latter 
Kept guard until the magistrate arrived 
from the city. We visited the place about 
9 a.m. yesterday when the police were still 
on duty, and there was a large crowd 
surrounding the house and blocking up 
the approaches to it. The woman was 
somoved to the Chinese Hospital shortly 
after the affair was reported, where we 
believe sho lies in a precarious state. The 
husband on making his escape went to 
the native city and surrendered himself 
to the authorities. 

It seems probable, from all we hear, 
that tho woman will, if carefully tended, 
recover. But it is also likely that if 
she does sho will be executed. It 
seems a monstrous pity that so much 
surgical skill should be thrown away, and 
it would be almost kinder to let nature 
take its course now than to bring the poor 
ture back to life only to be killed over 
afterwards. ‘The outraged husband, 
it is said, will probably get twenty blows 
and a present of money. 

At the British Police Court on Friday 
the hearing of the case in which the 
Captain and Chief Officer of the British 
barque Florence Treat were charged with 
assaulting the cook of that vessel was 
continued. Mr, W. Peverley the owner 
of the ship, who was a passenger on board, 
and Bernard Jacobson a seaman were 
examined. The former deposed to having 
hoard a dispute between the mate and the 
cook which took place in the pantry whilst 
he (witness) was sitting in the cabin with 
his back turned towards them. It appeared 
that the mate asked the cook to give him 
his dinner beforehand as he had to go on 
duty, ‘The cook refused to do so, saying 
not going to make two tables ; then

The Japan Mail, quoting the Corean 
Correspondent of the Hochi Shimbun, says 
that of late it would seem that two parties, 
one siding with China, and the other with 
Japan, have recently been formed in the 
Seoul Government.

The 
tenets of the Chinese faction are said to be 
greatly gaininy ground among the progres- 
nist party.—Some time ago, when the 
-foreign party contemplated a rebellion, 
about one-half of its adherents were out 
casts and social p : they have recently 
been brought to justice in great numbera 
and heavily punis During the past 
month alone, uo less than forty of them 
were put to death in the Corean capital. 

Concerning the effect of the abolition of 
the 5 per cent. import duty in India on

A peti 
ion signed by every tea planter in India, 
and by every one interested in Indian tea, 
should be sent to the English Government, 
praying them to reduce or take off altoge- 
ther the duty of 6d. per 1b. on Indian teas, 
India has been so kind to Manchester and 
Cheshire, that Eugland should do some- 
thing for us.”

In_ 1878-79 the import of China tea was 
1,822,345 1b: id the following season the 
Quantity had risen to 3,222,407. But a 
great deal of this increase is due, wo 
should, think to the restoration of order 
in Afghanistan to which much of the tea 
from the Northern part of China is 
sent.

‘THE VICEROY OF CHIHLI. 
Tur Imperial Decree by virtue of 
which the Viceroy of Chibli will re- 
sumo hie public fanctions after a retire. 
ment of ouly a hundred days, is, we 
take it, a noteworthy and encouraging 
sign of the times, If, says Confucius in 
effect, n man can forget the three years 
of infanoy during which ho was entirely 
dopéndont upon his parents? care, then 
let him mourn for less than three 
years when his parents die. ‘lhe re- 
buke here directed at those who shorten 
their period of mourning, is meant, 
of course, to be severe; and few au 
far between are the instances iu whieh 
@ man is daring enough to outrage 
public opinion so far as to dispense 
with the recognised observances. ‘The 
proper custom, however, is a very 
griovous burden to the individual. For 
a hundred days he may not shave his 
head, or change the filthy sackcloth 
coat he dons at the lime of the death, 
For seven-and-twenty months he is 
unable to hold office, and bas, as fur 
as the State is concerned, uo menua of 
sustenance whatever. Ho is deprived 
in a moment of position, influence, 
income, and chances of promotion, 
Chineso novels, which nro a fuirly faith- 
fol picture of actual life, aro often 
full of iustances in which a man is 
ruined for bis whole career by the 
untimely death of a parent. A penniless 
expectant, by some rare stroke of 
fortane, is appointed to a lucrative 
post five hundred miles from his own 
province, After borrowing, at ar ns 
rate of interest, enough money to de- 
fray the expouses of his journey, he 
starts off; and when he has gone some 
nine-tonths of the distance, learns that 
his father bas died suddenly. From 
that moment he is a ruiued mau. His 
commission to the post he was on his 
way to fill is so much waste paper. 
His resources ure almost exlansted, 
Ho is burdened with au enormous debt. 
He is hopeless way from home, and 
generally either dies of misery or falls 
into a state of utter poverty and degr 
dation, The Law of Mourning is i 
exorablo in his case, nor would he ever 
dare to evade it by attempting to con- 
coal his bereavement; for such an ont. 
rage on morality would be followed by 
the most disastrous consequences, even 
supposing it to be possible. As far as 
wo can see, there is one, and only one, 
practical benefit to the country which 
results from the rigorous enforcement 
of this law. The provinces aro ofton 
crowded with hungry, eager expectants, 
and the retirement of a high officer 
opens © channel of promotion to them 
which may be perhaps their only chance 
in life. Aad this is the case at present. 
We have lately rend in the Peking 
Gazette complaints innumerable of the 
number of expectants now choking up 
the avenues of advancement. If we 
wore to take these representations au

tory of China in which there were 
so many needy applicants for the 
honour of serving the Emperor. ‘The 
mother of a high officer has died, and 
immediately there is the rustling sound 
of an upward movemeut among the 
close-packed ranks below. Their chance 
appears a good one, for the high officer 
has many enemies, his position has ro- 
cently been assniled in a variety of 
ways, and now the death of his mother 
appears as a deus ev machind to assist.

ture of events. In spito of the many 
attacks that havobeen mado upon him by 
his foes, the Emperor has deliberately 
broken through one of the most revered 
custows of the country in a case which 
seemed to have been xpecially prepared 
for him had he cherished the slightest 
wish to rid himself of his puwerfal 
Minister, The opporiuuity hina been 
put aside, and the Viceroy’s crest now 
stands higher than before. We are 
justified in looking upon this Edict as 
the indication of a new and healthy 
policy in the affairs of state, It is 
possible, of conrse, that public feeling 
may ran high. It is possible even 
that some venerable Cousor may Iny 
his head in the dust and roverently 
administer a solemu scolding to tho 
Emperor for his disregard of the 
traditions of his ancestors, But wo 
believe that so decided a step as the 
issue of this Decree would never have 
beon taken had the Emperor or his 
representatives uot fully decided to 
adhere to its prescriptions, and arrange 
for the retirement of the Viceroy being 
as short aud as nominal as possible. 
Indeed thero might have been serious 
results in other directions bad tho 
opposite course be taken. Our Corres-

‘THE NEW AMERICAN MINISTER. 
Tae appointment of Mr. John Russell 
Young, one of the Correspondents of 
the New York Herald, to be United 
Slates Minister at Peking, may now bo 
regardod, ‘we imagine, ay an accom- 
plished fact. It is not too much to 
sny that the news has been received 
with considerable surprise in China, not 
untinetured with disappointment, There 
is however no renson to be astonished 
that the President’s choice has fallen 
upon a man whose career has been 
wholly unconnected with diplomatic 
mattors. In Amerion, we believe, there 
is wo such thing as a regularly-con- 
stituted Consular aud Diplomatic ser- 
vice, the ranks of which are filled by 
the successful competitors at civil- 
service examinations, Appointments 
are loo frequently made apon purely 
personal grounds, and are the reward 
Of private services quite as often-as the 
recognition of a man’s capneity for 
public employment, Mr. John C. Myers 
was a Nebraska lawyer ; Dr. Angoll, 
the studious Principal of Michigan 
ersity; Mr. Lowell Mason has 
achieved a world-wide popularity for 
witty doggrel, and Mr. Russell Young ia 
the correspondent of a daily newspaper. 
It would probably cause some astonish. 
meut if Mr. Spurgeon were sent out to 
China as Inspector of Consulates, as 
was the case with Dr. Newman some 
years ago, or if Edmund Yates or Georgo 
‘Augustus Sala were nominated the 
successor of Sir Thomas Wade, All 
this, however, is a matter of ins 
ternal policy with which we have 
nothing to do, and which is of import. 
ance priveipally to the United States 
themselves. Mr. Russell Young is 
presumably an able man, and has 
altendy been to Chin, As the his- 
toriau of General Grant’s voyage rouud 
the world, his acquaintance with men 
and manners is no doubt wide, if not 
very deep. What his fame may be 
among his own countrymen, we are nob 
in ® position to affirm with any corti. 
jtnde; although to judge by sketch 
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recently given by a Californinn news- 
paper of bis journalistic career, we 
may veuture to say that like all great 
and good men he has more enemies 
than friends. We are not informed 
whether, as U.S. Minister at Peking, ho 
intends to continue to act as Special 
Correspondent of the New York Herald. 
Mr. Bonnett, however, is an enterpris- 
ing man, aud has done greater things 
for journalism in general and Special 
Correspondentship in particular than 
extending the ramifications of his vast 
system into diplomatic walks of life. 
The Special Correspondent is known to 
be one of the most courageous of men. 
‘There is nothing, to use a vulgar but ox- 
pressive phrase, that he ‘sticks at? in 
the interest of the journal he represents. 
‘We have beard of amateur casuals,— 
mon who, in the interests of journalism, 
have actually smuggled themselves into 
the cnsual wards of a London refuge ; 
and we have even heard of still more 
enterprising aud public-spirited persons, 
who, with the same object in view, have 
got themselves shut up in a private 
Tunatic-asylam. ‘That a racy exposé 
of the devious ways of dark diplo- 
macy, seasoned with ® lively descrip. 
tion of the venerable Ministers of the 
Tsung-li Yamén, may, at some future 
time, convulse the world, is at any 
rate within the bounds of likelilioud ; 
and meantime the interests of the 
United States will receive the close 
attention, at Peking, of a gentle. 
man who has, in @ spirit of pure 
patriotism, voluntarily relinquished his 
country for his country’s good. It 
may be, however, that the sacrifice will 
prove asevorer one toMr, Russell Young 
‘on his arrival than it appears to him at 
presont, When he was in Peking before, 
he basked in the reflected radiance 
which hovered round the person of bis 
illustrious patron, and came in for a 
full share of the crambs which fell 
from that rich man’s table. Ho was 
honoured, f6téd, and caressed, and the 
capitnl of China no doubt appeared to 
him a very desirable residence. The 
United States Legation, in particular, 
seems to have impressed him favour. 
ably. He was loud in its praises, 
dosoribed it, in a subsequent publica. 
tion, as ono of the finest American 
Legations in the world, and pictared it 
as a floral oasis to which the denizens 
of less favoured dwellings cast longi 
wistful eyes, As a matter of plain 
fact, the United States Legation 
at Peking is one of the smallest 
and most modest in the capital, It 
ig plain, neat, and exceedingly un- 
pretentious. It is possible therefore 
that the rose-tinted spectacles through 
which the Grant Correspondent of the 
New York Herald viewed this simplo 
tenement may have misled him iv other 
matters, aud suffused the entire Innd- 
senpe with similar dolusive tints. 
Peking is very seldom iu the gala cor 
dition it was when Mr. Young saw it. 
Tt is a pleasant plaice enough after 
long residence lns habituated a man 
with its dust and ditches, and rendered 























him anconscions of the difference be- 
tween stouches and perfumes. It is 
also very agreeable to diplomatists who 
are popular alike with their colleagues 
and the Chivese Ministers with whom 
they bave todeal. But we do not think 
that Mr. Young is likely to be received 
with open arms by certain of those 
Ministers. The Viceroy of Chihli, for 
example, whose sympathies are pro- 
bably worth more, practically, to a 
diplomatist than the whole Tsung-li 
Yamén put together, will receive him 
with disappointment. His Excellency 
was most anxious that the former 
United States Consul at Tientsin should 
have the post of Minister, and repeatedly 
urged it pon General Grant, who, 
we undorstand, gavo an almost uncon- 
ditional promise that his wishes should 
be respected. A few weeks bofore the 
uomiuntion of Mr. Young took place, 
that of Mr. Denny was looked upon 
as an almost absolute certainty. It 
is not for us to guess at the con- 
siderations which led the General, 
or the President, to act so diffor- 
ently when the time came; it is 
permissible to suppose, however, that 
somo valid reason cau be assigned. 
Bat it would be a mistake to overlook 
the fact that Mr. Young will be handi- 
capped with one great disndvautage 
from which Mr. Deny would have 
beeu free, He will find himself join- 
ing a diplomatic circle to which his 
arrival is likely to be an unwelcome 
surprise ; and it will be strauge if the 
disappointment he crentes does not renct 
upon him in producing a correspond- 
his own mind. 

















FILIAL PIETY. 


Wuen the early Jesuit Missionaries to 
China compiled their valuable Memoires 
concernant les Ohinois, they devoted the 
half of one large volume to the litera- 
tare which bas grown up around the 
Doctrine of Filial Piety. It is note- 
worthy, however, that there is a marked 
abstention from either praise or blame 
of this celebrated article of faith—for 
go we may almost call it—on the part 
of the editors of the series. But we 
have heard the filial piety of the Chi- 
nese commended in the highest terms 
by foreign critics, and even by foreign 
missionary critics. One writer, at any 
rate, has goue so far as to say that in 
the long-contiined existence of the 
Chinese Empire we have a fulfilment 
of the Fifth Commaudment—* Honour 
thy father and thy mother, that thy 
dass may be long in the land.” It 
would be idle to speculate what con- 
nection there may be between respect 
to parents aud a prolongation of laud. 
tenure in any given society, and equally 
idle to attempt to prove, from what we 
know of Chinese history, that the doc- 
trine of Filial Piety as practised in 
China has directly or indirectly con- 
duced to the preservation of that 
country in a national and political 
sense. Our object to-day is less ambi- 
tions, and we will state oar meaning in 








the fewest and most pointed words at 
our command. Briefly, then, the doo- 
trine of Filial Piety, as practised and 
interpreted in Chins, is in many ways 
acurse and a calamity to the people. 
It is a fingrant and flagitions example 
of a virtne exaggerated into a vice. 
The admiration of the Chinese is ex- 
torted for numerous instances of filial 
piety that have come down from auti- 
quity, aud they are taught to believe 
that upon this is based their loyalty to 
the Throne. No brighter pattern of this 
so-culled virtue exists than that of the 
great Emperor Shun, who, cursed with 
an unuatural father and a malignant 
stepmother, who on one occasion burnt 
his house down over his ears and on an- 
other threw him down a well, went about 
roaring and weeping to Compassionate 
Heaven in the channelled fields. And 
why ?—beeause of his parents’ cruelty ? 
No; but because of his own imaginod 
vileness—vileness which can bave beon 
the only cause of their ill-treatment of 
him, so virtuous a person shrinking from, 
impu ing any blame to those who had 
given him life, Is uot such a typo 
degrading ? Theu there was another 
bright example, an old philosopher who 
at the age of 70 used to dress himself 
up in n baby’s frock, and dance around, 
atu roll about the floor, shaking a rattle, 
or beating a little dram, simply to amuse 
his doting parents, who are said to have 
enckled with delight as their vouor- 
able offspring jerked bimself about 
and frolicked for their entertainment, 
Neurly all tho instances of filial piety 
held up to the Chiuese for imitation 
are equally grotesque and mischievous, 
Bat worse remains behind. No man, 
bo he a Viceroy or a General, or what 
ho may, or whatever age he may have 
attained, is a free agout so long as his 
fathor is ali Iu the eye of custom 
and the law be is a child—a minor. 
The highest and most cultured man 
in China may thus bo legally at tho 
disposal of an uulettered and narrow- 
minded boor, if it happens that his 
father was born and has remnined a 
pensant, and he himself has risen, The 
ethical works of China teem with 
admouitious to children how to perform 
their daty to their parents, but there 
is scarcely one that touches upon the 
duty that parents owe their children. 
It is not too much to say that a Chinese 
father has more absolute power over 
the members of his family than the 
Emperor has over his realm. Only 
the other day we drew attention to the 
horrible fact of a mother burying ber 
own child alive and the Emperor con- 
douing aud even approving the loath. 
some crime, Had that son, even by 
accident or in a fit of lunacy, caused 
the death of the virago, he would have 
been slowly sliced to death, and the 
flesh peeled off his bones. Such is the 
Dectrine of Filial Piety in Ohina, so 
much cried up by missionaries aud 
philanthropists. When Voltaire ad- 
opted as the motto of his life the stir: 
ving war-ory EcrasecUInféme, what was 
that Iufamous he sought to crush? It 
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was the vile and intolerant spirit that 
hated, porsecnted, tortured, and did to 
death all who took the liberty of think. 
ing for themselves. That spirit exists 
still, aud everywhere, though in a 
diffrent form. It is that which gives 
the license or affords an excuse for all 
cruelty and rank injustice, aud we 
deliberately affirm that there is no 
oraelty or injustice ever perpetrated in 
China grosser than that which is based 
upon this pernicious doctrine of Filial 
Piety. ‘To be filial a man must be a 
grovelling slave, ready to repudiate bis 
own knowledge and sacrifice his pro- 
spects in life at the dictnm of a possibly 
prejudiced and ignorant father. To 
be filial a man must never dare to 
cherish a new or independent thought, 
for bis ancestors had never bad such 
thonghte and would probably have 
condemned them if they had. Super. 
stition and obstructiveness of the most 
fatal type are thus made to hinge upon 
the doctrine of Filial Piety—which is 
by no means confined to a domestic 
application, but runs through the entire 
sooial polity of China—just as they 
were made to hinge upon Church tradi- 
tions in the Middle Ages. Fanaticism 
and its offspring cruclty,—the spirit 
that leads men to bind each other’s 
souls and torture each other's bodies— 
constitute, to our mind, asin for which 
anew name ought to be discovered. It 
may almost be called sacrilege against 
the human race, and this isthe Unpardon- 
able Siu, or what should be considered 
suoh by all wishers for the mental and 
eorporenl enfranchisomont of their 
fellow-mon, The worst feature of it all 
is that the evil of which we complain, 
like evil in tho abstract, is simply 
poisoned and distorted good. Re- 
yerence to parents is a natural and 
human feeling, It has been the main. 
spring of some of the most beautiful 
actions ever performed by mev. No 
one will dispute tho propristy of the 
Chinese in placing the relation of 
paternity and sonhood among the 
Five Primary Relationships of maukind. 
But where it is pushed to such an 
extreme as it is in China, where the 
father is endowed with the authority 
of an absolute aud irresponsible despot, 
and the son lowered to being the slave 
of another man simply because that 
other man was instrumental in bringing 
him into the world, it becomes au out- 
rage, a mischief, and a folly. It strikes 
at tho root of all sense. of right and 
wrong. Such is the perversion of that 
sense among the Chinese at present 
that probably not one man who reads 
the Peking Gazette will think there is 
anything strange in the fact of the 
Emperor protecting the human tigress 
who murdered her own son the other 
day, The child is taught even by the 
proverbial philosophy of China to look 
upon bis parent as a god, while the 
parent appenra to wield autocratic 
power over the life he has been the 
accidental means of giving. 

‘There is possibly only one element 
in this distorted doctrine which is at 














ail healthy. The Emperor, as Son of 
Heaven, owes filial duty to his Celestial 
Progenitor ; aud if he does not pay it, 
his commission is withdrawn. Iv 
plain language, if he is a bad sovereign, 
the disfavour of Heaven is shown by 
manifold disasters aud portents; and 
when this is‘ the case, the people have 
fa right to rebel against the man whom 
Heaven thus openly rejects. So far, 
the extreme phase of Filial Piety re- 
anlts beneficially for the people. Bat 
in all other respects it is linblo to prove 
a blight and a hindrance to the coun- 
try, at once representing and encour- 
aging the old, bad spirit of conserva- 
tism and cruelty which worked such 
desolation among men in the bygoue 
ages of the world.

She is de 
juve as much a part of Japan as Formosa is 
‘of China, and all the autonomy she has 
enjoyed in past years has been allowed her 
asa favour, not accorded as aright. She 
is Japanese by right of conquest ; a doubt- 
ful claim, it is true, from a moral stand- 
point, but valid enough for all practical 
purposes in the eyes of European Govern- 
ments. In connection with this subject 
we have a review of the late Mr. Black’s 
Young Japan,’ written in a very favour- 
able style.

Bardly a week now passes without hay- 
ing to record some extensive fire having 
taken place in icinity of Foochow. 
On Friday last the 2ist inst., a confl 
i vable at about ten o’clocl 
night, in the same direction as where tho 
last fire occurred, Woe learn that the 
damage occasioned in the present instance 
was even greater than that at the previous 
fire, although no lives are reported as lost.

ton alive then and thero, refusing to accept 
any apology for what had occurred. ‘Tho 
sergeant firmly refused to be a party to 
any such transaction, and finally got up 
and left the room. ‘The remaining occu- 

ants, the daughter, who had accompanied 
Ker mother with tho greatest reluctance, 
and the three men, then forced Liu-erh 
Fu-chi on to the ground, and, pulling 
‘down portions of the walls, heaped débris 
over him, his mother rendering active as- 
sistance,” Liuerh Fu.ch4, having his 
hands tied, could offer no effectual resis- 
tance, and was soon suffocated. As soon 
as his body was entirely covered the party 
dispersed. ‘The authorities eventually got 
wind of what had occurred, and the placo 
of tho burial was indicated to them by 
tho daughter. Officers were thereupon 
despatched to exhume and examine 
the corpse. They found however that it 
had been pulled to pieces and devoured 





























by wolves and dogs, the skull and ten 


small fragments of bones alone remaining. 
‘From an examination of these it was 
decided that Lin-erh Fu-ch‘i had not sus- 
tained wounds on that part of his body 
previous to his death. A trial was held 
and the following sentences awarded. The 
sergeant for having helped to tie thehands 
of Liu-erh Fu-chi and being unable to 
prevent his burial alive, though he took no 
active part in this latter proceeding, is to 
receive 100 blows of the bamboo. It is, 
however, considered that ho has been 
already sufficiently punished by dismissal 
from the servico, and the execution of the 
sentence will not be enforced. The thr 
men who assisted at the burial, and 
daughter, aro sentenced to 90 blows, in 
accordance with the law which prescribes 
that penalty for those who assist at the 
death of a man junior to themselves either 
in point of years or as belonging to a later 
eration, should his death be properly 

jeserved. "It is decided that the death in 
this case was properly deserved, and the 
mother is accordingly absolved’ from all 
blame, ‘The punishment of the three men 
and the daughter will be remitted in virtue 
of an Act of Graco which has intervened, 
but the sorgeant will not be allowed to 
claim restitution of his rank, as, holding a 
Government position, he’ should have 
known better than to act as he did.

ACCOUNT OF THE LOS’ OF THE BRITISH BRIG 
“MARY” ON THE ISLAND OF QUELPART 
ON THE 26ru SEPTEMBER, 1831. 


Left Chefoo on the 18th September, 
1881, for Viadivostock with about 60 tons 
of general cargo and 90 tons of balla 
and 23 Chinese passengers, 10 of crew ; 
Captain, his wife, aud myself being’ the 
only Europeans ‘on b Had light 











g| easterly and N.H, winds to the Island of 


Quelpart, which was sighted on the morn- 
ing of the 23rd. ‘The Captain wishing to 
go to the northward of the Island hauled 
close to the wind aud began to beat. 
During the day we had moderate N.E. 
winds an 
the wind fr 
to go under 
of the 25th at Ms 
N.N.W. ; moderate breezeand fine weather. 
At 6,30 tacked in shore heading E.3.%. ; 
at 7, wind freshened to a gale; put the 
vessel under lower topeail, refed upper 
topsails, double reefed maintop: 
fore-topmast staysail. At 8 p.m. I took 
charge of the deck, relieving the Captain. 
Blowing very hard, with very heavy sea 
and rain; and very dark, At miduight 
called the Captain. He asked me what 
course she was making, and how much 
leeway. I told him E.S.E. about 7 points, 
I then asked him if he was going to wear 
ship. He said no, Shortly after he came 
on deck and relioved me. Blowing very 
hard with very heavy sea and rain and 
and very dark.

I went below and marked down the log 
slate, and lay down, only taking off my 
boots and oilskins. At 3 a.m. Captain 
called me and told me to wear ship. I 
came on deck at once and went forward to

Got the 
trysail in, when the Captain ordered to 
let go the anchor, which was all ready for 
letting go.

2) immediately after, at 3.30 a.m., the ves- 


sol struck heavily. The Captain then 
ordered to cutaway the mainmast, [cut the 
weather lanyards, the topmast going over 
the side, the lower mast standing. ‘I'he 
seas were then broaking clear over the 
vessel. Wo then concluded to wait for 
daylight, At daylight found that the 
vessel was close to the shore, about 60 or 
60 yards off. I then asked the Captain if 
we should get ashore, He said wo had 
better wait a little, as the tide was falling. 
Waited little, when could aeo that the 
tide was rising and the sea increasing. 
then went forward and got two men, viz., 
Ah Young and Ah Kun (Cantonese.)' Tho 
other sailors were all Chefoo men, and 
would do nothing to assist in saving thom- 

ea or others. We then got a large rope 
and a small ropo already. I told the 
Captain that I would try and swim ashore 
with the small rope, to bend the large 
one on and I would haul it ashore, and 
make it fast. I then went into the w: 
and after right great difliculty got ashore, 
having severely bruised my arm against 
the rocks, I then hauled the rope ashore, 
when just as the bend was hal bo- 
tween ‘myself and the vessel it slipped 
It was impossible to get back to tl 










































vessel, owing to the very heavy back 
wash. I then saw one of the Cautoneso 
sailors, Ah Young, go into the water 
and try to bring another rope ashore ; but 
he could uot reach it, owing to tho 
buck-wash. Then the Captain tried to get 
the rope ashore by making a pioce of wood 
fast to it ; but it was no use, Ithen saw 

the Chinese supercargo and another pai 

ger jump overboard and try to a 

ashore ; but it was no use, and they were 
both drowned. I then saw tho vessol was 
fast breaking up. The ger and 
crew that were saved went out on the 
jibboom and the Captain and his wife 
onto the bowsprit. Shortly fter the 
easel broke up, and, the jibboom and 
bowsprit fell. 1'saw the Captain and wifo 
in the water for a moment and I nover 
w thom after, All the people on the 
jibboom were washed ashore. ‘Chere wore 
then several Coreans on the bench, and 
one of them took off a mat that he wi 
wearing and gave it to me to keop the rain 
waited and saw the last of the 










































house’ close by and gave us some congee 
made of crushed wheat, made a fire for 
us, and sent a messenger to a village some 
distance off to inform the mandarin. In 
the afternoon the mands aud took 
us to the villag 
house and some food. We slept 
that night, and next morning after bren 
fast we went down to the wreck, when w 
found that the vessel was entirely broken 
up. In the mean while the Coreaus had 
picked up all the bodies and put them 
out of the water. The mandarin ordered 
some of his men to dig holes in the ground 
and we buried them—16 in number. In 
the evening we were taken back to the 
¢ lage, had some food, and slept that night. 
Next morning after breakfast we wore 
taken out of the house and had ponies pro- 
vided ; also 2 men for each of us to hold 
us on, and were taken to the town where 
the principal mandarin lives. We arrived 
about noon, and were taken into the 
presence of the mandarin. He asked several 
‘questions in writing of the Chinese as to 
where we were bound and what country- 
man I was. The Chefoo men informed 
him that I was a Tai Yen-go and that all 
‘Tai Yeu-go yén* were very bad men indeed. 
(It was not only at this placo that they 
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sid this, but at every other place we went 
to they made it their special business to 
run all Europeans down to the lowest, 
and praiso- themselves.) We then had a 
feast that had been prepared for us. After 
this we were taken toa house where we 





lived for 71 days, while they sent to the | & 


capital of Corea to the King for instruc- 
tions, After the answer came they told us 
that we were to be sent to Tatao and from 
there to Nagasaki, We left Quelpart with 
the first fair wind, and after being in the 
junks for 20 days we arrived at a place 
called Lam Hoi. . We were accompanied 
by 2 mandarius and their suites. At Lam 
Hoi we w nded over to the care of 
the authorities, and the mandarins from 
Quelpart returned home. We stopped at 
Lam Hoi for 20 days, and were then put 
in 2 junks under the care of 2 mandarins 
and told that we were bound for Mx Loong 
Chuen, where we arrived after 44 days 
the junks, I will not try to des 
what we went through in that 41 days ; 
cold, wet, and very often hungry. 

‘We stayed in Ma Loong Chuen for about 
two months, and then were put in two 
jonks and told that we were bound for 
He Chu; but on the first day out we 
sighted a Chinese fishing-junk aud went to 
her. ‘The captain a, to take us to 
China if the Corea mandarin would give 
us foud and water; which he did. We 
were in the junk for seven days, and finally 
arrived at‘n small place called Le-sow. 
We stopped hore one day, and next morn- 
ing bogan to walk to Chefoo. We walked 
until afternoon, when we arrived at a 
small town called How Pou, Here | was 
entirely knocked up, and 1 took a mule 
and proceeded to Chefoo, where I arrive!

‘THE FRENCH EXPEDITION TO TONQUIN. 
Haiphong, 13th April. 

‘Tho Massagories Maritimes steamer Ilis- 
sus brought no troops here, and it is now 
said that the transport Le Drac is to return 
to Saigon to bring those troops expected. 
If a coup was really intended, the French 
‘Authorities appear very slow about it. 

‘The only effect the expedition has had so 
far is an evil one. Business is at a stand- 
still in consequence: the Annamites are 
much frightened ; the Chinese don’t know 
what to make of it; and many shops are 
already closed at Hanoi. Womon and 
children are being sent to the interior. 

It would have been well if some kind of 
manifesto hai been published by the Com- 
mandant of the Expedition so that people 
might know what they are about, and what 
they have to expect. 

Tt is said that Namdinh will be garri- 
soned by Freuch troops.—Daily Press. 























On the 22nd inst. uews reached us of 
the safe arrival at Hanoi of the gunboat 
Fanfare. 

By the steamer which brought th 
telligence an order came for the Comman- 
dant of the Forces in Hanoi to send further 
reinforcements. ‘These left accordingly at 

yesterday afternoon in ihe 
river steamers Hanoi and Tonguin, each 
vessel talking about eighty men and offic 
of whom Gfty men were soldiers from 
garrison and the others were marines. 

The steamers also took a quantity of 
shot and shell. ‘Tho latter look very much 
like business ; they weigh 28 kilogrammes 
each, and are exploding projectiles. Some 
mining powder was also shipped, to be 
used, I suppose, for undermining the 
citadel. * 

On Saturday evening the gunboat Sur 

wise, a similar vessel to the Fanfare, also 
fott “here for Hanoi. She will pass by 
Namdinh, 

It is said that the Commandant intends 
to attack and storm the Citadel on Wedues- 
day. He will by that time have a con- 
erable force at his command, about 
seven hundred men and artillery, two 
gunboats, two river guuboats, and tro or 
three small men-of-war chaloupes. 

‘The Paveeval leaves for Touron to protect 
the French Minister at Hug; and the trans- 
port Le Drac proceeds to Saigon to bring 
further reinfurcements. 

It is reported that there are now 7,000 
soldiers in the Citadel at Hanoi, Annameso 
and Chinese, and it appears’ they have 
several mitrailleuses with them. There 
are certainly more difficulties to be over- 
come now than on the 2nd inst., when the 
expedition first arrived. 

Phe Fanfare and Surprise will, it is ex- 
pected, bombard the Citadel from the river, 
for it lies at no great distance.—Daily Press.
